When the trial of Martin Ensley, once 
the leading sp.rit in Southwest society, now 
charged with robbery in ‘the first degree, 
was called before Judge Hirzel in Clayton 
Friday morning at 9 o’clock, Charles D. 
Collins, the proeecuting witness, was not 


present. 

The absence of Collins was entirely un- 
expected. There had been rumors that he 
would not appear against the man who was 
once his intimate friend, but Collins had 
den'ed indignantly any intimation that he 
could be influenced to remain away, and 
only so recently as Thursday night assured 
O'Ne'll) Ryan, the'lawyer he especially en- 
gaged to assist County Attorney Herndon 
in the prosecution of Ensley, that he would 
be in the ecourt-room promptly when the 
case was cal.ed, 

Collins’ non-appearance made it imposs!- 
ble for Ensley to be afrra:gned, and for an 
hour and a half the mill of justice was ata 
siandstilll. Judge Hirzel fretted for a few 
minutes on the bench, and then retired to 
his private office. As the quarter hours 
——s away and no Collins appeared, in 

pite of the hopes held out by the prosecu- 
tion, Judg- Hirzel was ios:ng temper.

BY ARTIFICIAL RESPIRATION. 


A Young St. Paul Woman Was Kept 
Alive for Weeks. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., Nov. 12.—Miss Ma- 
thilda Anderson, a young woman who has 
been kept alive at the City Hospital, for 
six weeks by artificial respiration, died late 
last night of congestion of the lungs. For 
forty-two days the nurses and house phy- 
sicians of the hospital have been filling 
Miss Anderson's lungs with air by artificial] 
means, at first by raising and lowering the 
arms, and when that became painful by 
operating on the chest. By this method, 
however, the lungs were but partially filled 
at best, and had the nurse stopped even 
for five minutes, Miss Anderson would have 
strangled and ded. And yet the young 
woman had become so used to the manipu- 
lation that she ate and slept almost nat- 
urally, and could carry on a conversation. 
The young girl was a victim of laundry 
paralysis when received at the hospital, 
and when that disease was complicated 
with congestion of the lungs, it was im- 
possible to save her. The case has at- 
tracted the attention of many eminent phy- 
sicians.

No arrest has yet been made for the 
digging open of the grave on Sunday and 
the fiendish butchery of the body. It was 
learned that the ax with which the coffin 
was opened and the fence chopped away 
had been stolen from the woodyard of a

Four months ago she was taken suddenly 
ill, and the son her in his crazy old 
wagon, with its ‘ts tied together by 
ragged ropes her to another 
hut in the verv outskirts of Millville, where 
a man and woman, known as John Lupker 
and his wife. eked out a wretched ex’st- 
ence. This hut had but a single rooe for 
cooking. eating and sleeping, but for the 
last year of her life the sole recreation of 
Mrs. Tilton had been to visit: there. She 
and the vounger Loder and the Lupkers 
would hold carnival fer days ‘n success’on. 

To thie miserable hut Leder carried her 
when ehe was taken iil. He left her there 
on a July afternoon, saving that he would 
come back and bring a doctor. He brought 
no doctor, and did not come back till after 
her death, which took place within twelve 
hours after he had left her there, 

County Physician Thompson viewed the 
body, and said the woman had died from 
natural causes. He held no autopsy, al- 
though the woman died suddenly and with- 
out medical attendance. 

But neighbors of the 
euspiciously about the woman's sudden 
death, and among the lonely dwellers in 
the swamp and sand wilderness there was 
much comment. 

If. however, there was anything Irregular: 
about the woman’s death in the way o 
suicide or otherwise, any possible investiga- 
tion has now been effectually checked by 
the carrying away of the stomach of the 
dead woman.

VINTON, Io., Nov. 12.—The taking of tes- 
timony in the trial of Frank Alfred Novak 
for murder and arson was continued to-day. 
Few stories of crime have the thrilling in- 
terest of that which relates to the life and 
adventures of Novak. The argument which 
will be laid before the jury that will decide 
his fate will be full of all the color of a ro- 
mance, Hideous as is the crime with which 
he is charged, the man’s life, the dramatic 
method of his departure and flight across 
the continent, the infinite toil and the in- 
credible sagacity of his purusers, who 
caught and troned him in the dismal! desola- 
tion of the Yukon gold fields—all these are 
things that go to make the trial that began 
to-day one of the most interesting in the an- 
nals of criminal law. 

The court-room was crowded when the 
case was called to-day. Novak took his seat 
and looked the jury over as calmly as if he 
were merely an unconscious observer, in- 
stead of the principal in a trial which will 
{ undoubtedly rank among, the most notable 

in the history of Iowa. His coolness was a 
matter of general comment, not a little of 
which was exceedingly severe, because of 
the seeming indifference he displayed. 

In the outline of the State’s case it vas 
contended that the relations existing be- 
tween Novak and his alleged victim ‘were 
anything but pleasant. The little villagé of 
Walford had been torn up, it was asserted, 
by the bitterness of qa contest over the local 
Post-office, and it will be proved that Mur- 
ray, never friendly to Novak, had frequent- 
ly been heard to criticise him severely. lt 
will be shown that Novak enticed Edward 
Murray into his (Novak's) store on the 
night of the alleged murder and invited him 
to drink of qa bottle of whisky containing a 
large quantity of poison, It is charged that 
when his alleged victim was overcome No- 
vak carried him into the basement below 
the ‘sleeping apartment, laid the body on a 
cot saturated with oil, and then set it on 
fire, after gathering up all the money in the 
cash drawer prior to his flight. 

he State contends that Novak had long 
premeditated this fearful step, 
financial affairs were in anything but good 
shape and that inevitable ruin stared him 
in the face. It is contended that his plans 
were to have the rémains either entirely de- 
stroyed or so badly mutilated that identifi- 


} cation would be impossible. Two men would 


then be missing, and suspicion might attach 
to Murray, whom the friends of Novak 
would believe to be guilty of the crime of 


el 


murder. The remains, if recovered, would 
be buried as those of Frank Novak. In the 
meantime the State’s theory is that Novak 
would be safe in some far-away place, pre- 
sumably in the interior of Alaska, where he 
was caught. His relatives would collect the 
heavy life insurance which he carried. 

Murray was last seen in company with 
Novak in the store 
night, and Novak left Walford and 
went south while the store was burning. At 
9 o’clock Feb. 3 he took breakfast at a 
farm-house in Johnson County. He was in 
hiding for two days and then went to Iowa 
City, where he bought a ticket for Omaha, 
and from there he went to Portland, Ore. 
From Portland he took passage to Juneau, 
Alaska, and was afterward captured at 
Dawson and brought back for trial. 

Judge Ney, for the defense, denied that 
any crime was committed by Novak; that 
he was not bankrupt, but had property 
many times the value of his debts. He 
claimed that the whisky and morphine can 
be fully explained and also the presence of 
Novak and Murray in the store; also why 
he departed so unceremoniously for the 
West, and in fact can clear away all the 
facts and acts which now appear so dam- 
aging in his case. 

he first man sworn was Martin Leoder, 
who was a saloon-keeper at Walford at that 
time. His testimony was that Novak and 
Murray were in his saloon at 8 o’clock. He 
cloged his saloon at 9 o’clock and went 
home, but later he was called by a man 
from the country and went back to his 
saloon and later to his store, where he saw 
Novak and Murray together at 11:30. Both 
had been drinking. 

The second witness was Mike Halter, a 
farmer three miles south of Walford, the 
man who had called Leoder back to his sa- 
loon and he corroborated that part of Leo- 
der’s testimony. 

The third witness eworn was Charles Za- 
broske, partner and brother-in-law of Frank 
Novak. He testified to being at the store at 
9 o’clock on the night of Feb. 2, and seeing 
Novak and Murray there, Novak was also 
in the bank, which was in a brick addition 
to the frame store-room. Zabroske also tes- 
tifie 1 that there was a considerable amount 
of money on hand in the store and bank

ONE YEAR IN THE WORKHOUSE 


Judge Peabody Heavily Fines Charles 
Fisher, Who Annoyed Two Girls. 


Charles Fisher was heavily fined by 
Judge Peabody Friday morning for annoy- 
ing Edna Coons and Sadie Thredegill, two 
young girls living at 1418 John avenue, 
Thursday afternoon. 

Fisher is a negro with forbidding fea- 
tures. The girls testified that about 6 
o'clock Thursday evening, while they were 
walking north on Broadway, near the 
Merchants’ Blevated Ratlway bridge, they 
noticed the negro following them. They 
hurried their footsteps, but before they 
were aware of it the fellow ran up and 
grabbed for Miss Coons’ purse, which she 
carried in her hand. She jerked it away 
and the two girls ran up the street. 

The negro boldly continued to follow, 
and they hurried along the dark and de- 
serted street, looking in vain for a police- 
man or a pedestrian upon whom they could 
call for assistance. They ran north tv 
Plum street, over to Fourth and back to 
Cedar, thence to Broadway, and north 
again on that street without encountering 
a policeman, The negro hung persistently 
in their wake. 

A short distance further north on Broad- 
way they ran almost into the arms of Pa- 
trolman Noonan. They told their story 
to him and the officer lost no time in ar- 
resting the negro, placing a charge of dis- 
turbing the peace against hia. 

In the Police Court Friday the negro 
denied that he had attempted to molest 
the girls. Judge Peabody gave him one of 
the severest excoriations he ever delivered 
from the bench, and fined him $500, which 
will keep him in the Work-house a year.

OLD JOHN THOMASCHUETZ TESTI- 
FIES IN HOPES OF SAVING 
HIS SON’S NECK. 


BOY FELL WTO THE DANUBE. 


For Weeks After, the Father Says, He 
Had a Fever, and Has Never 
Since Been “Right.” 


John Thomaschuez, on trial for the mur- 
der of Anna Rausch, his sweetheart, sat in 
the Criminal Court Friday shaking like a 
palsied invalid, while his aged father, John 
Thomaschuetz, Sr., gave testimony in hope 
of saving his son from the gallows. 

Thomaschuetz is apparently a nervous 
wreck, and his father related a story on the 
witness stand showing the origin of his 
infirmity. The elder Thomaschuetz cannot 
Speak the English language. Through an 
niterpreter he said: 

“Over in the old country, when my boy 
was 12 years old, he played about a mill on 
the banks of the Danube river. One day he 
fell into the river, The water was icy cold. 
He had a narrow escape from drowning, 
and when he was rescued he was chilled 
through. His body shook and his teeth 
chattered. 

“His plunge into the river was more 
dangerous because he was dashed about in 
the whirlpool created by the big water 
wheel which made power for the mill. 

“After the chill left him he had a burn-

ing fever, and was confined to his bed for 


six weeks. The greater part of that time 
he was unconscious, 
“Since that sudden plunge into the Dan- 


/ube and the s‘ege of fever that followed, 


the boy has not been exactly right.”’ 

The father did not see his son fall into 
the river, and certain parts of his testi- 
mony was therefore excluded, While the 
old man talked to save his son, he etn- 
phasized his remarks by dramatic ges 
tures, and there was something pathetic 
in his manner of relating the story. 

The defendant’s etreme nervousness may 
be to some extent hereditary. The father 
exhibited much ‘Rervousness while on the 
stand, and he was especially agitated when- 
ever the prosecuting attorney entered oOb- 
jections. ‘ 

The old man’s illustration of how his 
son shivered affer. being taken out of the 
water was particularly ecenatio. He arose 
from the witness stand, bent forward and 
went through a series of contortions to 
impress upon the jurors the effect of the 
icy water upon the struggling boy. 

The attorneys for the defense are con- 
centrating their energy in an effort to prove 
that Thomaschuetz was not mentally re- 
sponsible for the murder of Anna Rausch. 

Following the narrative of the plunge in 
the Danube, the witness related incidents of 
later years, all tending to establish the in- 
sanity of the defendant. Around his home 
for several weeks prior to the crime the 
father said his son had acted strangely. 

Thomaschuetz, Sr., was on the witness 
stand the greater part of the forenoon. The 
attorney questioned him closely, and the 
old m&n was asked to detail the most min- 
ute movements of his son before and after 
the killing of Annie Rausch. What and 
how much he ate, how much and at what 
hours he slept, what he talked about, how 
he looked, was he sick, or was he well, 
what did he do on the day of the murder, 
the next, the next, and so on up to the time 
he surrendered, and a thousand other ques- 
tions, were put to the old man. 

The father knew of his son’s love affair 
with Anna Rausch, but there had been no 
threats or other actions to create a sus- 
picion that he intended to kill her. , 

After the old man learned that his son 
John had shot his sweetheart he urged 
him to’go tg the Four Courts and sur- 
render. The son shuddered and shivered 
and was seemingly on the verge of con- 
vulsion for several minutes after the father 
told him he must surrender. 

“But at last,’’ said the witness, “he hung 
his head in shame and went away. The 
next time I saw h'm he was in jail.’’ 

The manner of the witness in certain parts 
of his testimony, caused Circuit Attorney 
Eggers to exclaim: 

‘He is only acting!’’ 

“IT object to such remarks from the Cir- 
cuit Attorney,’’ retorted Attorney Staubus, 
for the defense. 

“Mr. Eggers, it is not the province of the 
counsel to rebuke the witness. If his con- 
duct is improper, the court will attend to 
it,”” said Judge Zachritz. 

At 11:30 o’clock the defense turned the 
witness over to the prosecution for cross- 
examination. 

The Circuit Attorney hurled volley after 
volley of pointed questions at the witness, 
especially as to the Danube River. story. 
Several times the old man nettled under 
the cross-fire and he moved uneasily about 
in the chair, Considering his inability to 
speak English and his lack of general com- 
prehension, his testimony was not badly 
shaken by cross-examinat'on.

The idee te to 
lend this amount to the city at 4 per cent 
interest, which would bring the Mullanphy 
fund $20,000 annually more than it now re- 
ceives.

COUNT VECCHI DEAD 


Ate a Poisonous Variety of Mushrooms 
and Never Recovered. 


WASHINGTON, D. €., Nov. 12.—At fre- 
quent intervals the Department of Agri- 
culture is forced to issue circulars warn- 
ing people of the dange f eating mush- 
rooms unless they are positive as to the 
edible qualities of the fungi Two days 
ago Count Achilles de Vecchi, a distin- 
guished Italian nobleman, secured from a 
farmer some mushrooms. The Count has 
made a special study of the local fungi, 
and he was positive the mushrooms sub- 
mitted to him were fit to eat. He prepared 
a breakfast, to which he invited a friend, 
and both ate heartily of the mushrooms. 
Within two hours the Count lapsed into 
unconsciousness, and late jast night he died 
with unmistakable evidences of mushroom 
poisoning, His friend, a Government clerk, 
barely escaped death. 

This tragedy, coupled with the fact that 
Count Vecchi claimed to be an expert on 
mushrooms, has impelled Secretary Wilson 
to prepare a special bulletin on mushrooms, 
in which he will warn the people that to 
eat these fungi without the examingtion 


' 


j 
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of a competent scientific opinion as to their 
eharacter is to risk death in a terrible 
form. The Secretary promote to illustrate 
his builetin with cuts showing the char- 
acteristics of the poisonous and non-pois- 
onous varieties. 

Experts at the eae say, however, 
that the differences between mushrooms are 
often so minute that even the scientists 
mistake them. They have a long list at the 
department of edible, non-edible and doubt- 
ful fungi. The officials say that frequently 
they are unable to hazard an opinion as to 
the character of some particular fungi, as 
the varieties run into each other. They be- 
lieve that legislation should be enacted for- 
bidding the sale of mushrooms entirely, ex- 
cept when inspected by ¢ompetent scien- 
tiftc authority. There is a record of twenty- 
five deaths in the United States in 1893 from 
the very species of mushroom which caused 
the death of Count Vecchi. 

Count de Vecchi was one of the notabili- 
ties of the capital. He was 6 feet 4 inches 
high and weighed over 300. Before leaving 
Italy he was wounded at the battle of Sol- 
ferino and during the civil war in this coun- 
try commanded Vecchi’s battery, a famous 
artillery organization.

export business. 


To bring about a better condition the Ameri- 
can Pulp Paper Manufacturers’ Associa- 


ciation, 

It was decided at the meeting that the 
best way to improve the state of trade is to 
increase the exports. The manufacturers 
have therefore made an agreement that all 
surplus pulp product in the mills of the 
United States and not supplied at list prices 
to buyers in this country is to be exported 
through the executive committee of the 
association. The loss on this paper export- 
ed, if there be any, is to be div.ded among 
the mills in proportion to the amount con- 
tributed to the general pool, while any 
yrofits are also to be divide pro rata.

business in the foreign markets, while they

THORN MAKES A STATEMENT. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 12.—When the Queens 
County Court of Oyer and Terminer opened 


DECLARE THEIR 


at Long Island City to-day it was repre 
sented to Judge Smith that Magnus Lar- 
gen, one of the jurors sitting in the case of 
Martin Thorn, accused of the murder of 
William Guldensuppe, had been obliged to 
submit to a surgical operation for appendi- 
citis, and that under the most, favorable 
conditions he would not be able to resume 
his seat in the jury-box in less than three 
weeks.

Mr. Howe, counsel for Thorn, suggested 
the retention of the rest of the jurors who 
sat for trial thus far, and impaneling a 
twelfth juror, to whom the proceedings be 
read from the court reporter’s notes. 

District. Attorney Youngs asked for time 

which to look up the authorities before 
atm to accept or reject the proposition 
. of counsel for the defense, and Judge Smith 
adjourned further consideration of the case 
until 1 o’clock this afternoon. 

After an hour’s consultation between the 
District Attorney and Mr. Howe the latter, 
emerging from an ante-room, said to the 
wing reporters: 
 “Gentlemen—I can now tell you positive- 
ly*that there will be an entirely new jury 
selected. I have just spoken to Mr. Youngs 
and found that he and his associates are 
not in favor of adopting the plan which I 
proposed in court this morning. Mr. 
Youngs will have a new panel of 200 tales- 
men made up and the subpoenas will be 
served immediatély.”’

“It ds true that I did love Mrs. Nack,”’ he 
said. “It is equally true that I hate her 
now., I was ready ‘to sacrifice my life in 
order to save her, and no one knew that 
fact any better than she did. 

“It can then be imagined what a surprise 
it was to me when I heard that she was 
going on the stand to testify against me. 

‘*To save herself she has wae herself 
in the belief, perhaps, that would not 
deny her. he, too, has made a mistake 
in me, just as I did in her. I wil] go on 
the witness stand. I will face the prose- 
yaa: It can do all that it desires, but 

publie ea to teli the truth and then the 
public can judge between Mrs, Nack and 
mysel 

“Ww hat my feelings were in the cell when 
I had time to think of her perfidy I am 
not prepared to speak about. They were 
not of the most pieasant order, but I am 
all right now. She has done her worst. 
My turn will come next. The public will 
know then how she, and not I, committed 
the crime. 

“This ie what comes of trusting to a 
woman and I might have known what to 
expect from her treatment of other men. 

“T simply made a fool of myself for her 
sake. Now I am paying the penalty. 

‘“‘Nobody knows better than she that she 
fired the fatal shot. and depended upon 
my infatuation for her to clear her in case 
of arrest. I merely helped her to cover up 
the crime.’

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AN EXPERT FLORIST TELLS 
WHAT PLANTS THRIVE 
BEST IN WINDOWS. 


ROSES ARE NOT AMONG THEM. 


But There Are,.Many Other Beautiful 
Flowers That Can Be Propa- 
gated by Amateurs. 


Thousands of people who have no green- 
house have visited the flower show and 
gazed adoringly on the beautiful offerings. 
Many were heard to utter regrets that it 
was impossible to keep the flowers forever 
fresh and beautiful. 

Henry Young, says no home is so humble 
or poor that it cannot be brightened by 
blooming flowers. 

“Of course, those who are fortunate 
enough to own a green-house possess an 
advantage,’’ Mr. Young said. “There, in 
addition to all the common flowers, winter 
blooming roses and other choice flowers 
may be successfully grown. To be sure, 
amateurs are not likely to produce such 
buds and blooms as are on exhibition at 
the Fiower Show, for these represent the 
most earnest efforts of the most skillful 
florists in the country. 

“The roses best adapted to winter bloom- 
ing in the hot-house are the Peru. the 
Br.de and Souvenir de Wootton. These 
roses, if kept in pots and treated anything 
like properly, will bloom constantly al] 
winter, and be ever a source of satisfac- 
tion. They should be put in pots suffi- 
ciently large, so the roots will not be 
cramped. A good stiff loam is the so'! 
best suited to the roses. They require a 


great deal of water, but it must be ap- 
plied carefully. The best time to water the 
roses is about 9 o’clock in the morning, 


after the sun has had time 
ouse, ‘ 

Ventilation is necessary to the healthy 
growth of the plants, but care should be 
taken or the plants will be blighted. The 
ventilators should be opened only on bright 
sunshiny days. and then only when it is not 
too cold. A sudden dranght of cold air is 
likely (oO undo all the care and labor be- 
otoves on a stock of roses.”’ 

Mr. Young was asked about making cut- 
tings. Taking an American Beauty with a 
stem four feet long, from a Flower Show 
table, he said a florist would make fifty 
perfect cuttings from it. 

“Whether they would grow for an amateur 
or not is a different matter,” he said. “It 
would be impossible for me to describe the 
Operation so that I could guarantee suc- 
cess. But each leaf on the stem can be 
grown into a perfect bush. A sharp jacknife 
should be used, and the stem cut just be- 
low where the leaf branches. This will leave 
a piece of stem an inch or two long. Then 
the leaves on the leaf stem should all be 
Prchea off, save the two nearest the stem.
